City arena, swimming 
pool, near opening 


Three and a half million 
dollars worth of brand 
spanking new recreational 
facilities are on stream in St. 
Albert - they are a $1.4 
million arena and a $2.1 
million swimming pool. 

The new ice arena looks as 
if it will be first in community 
use, and an official from the 
city this week said it will 
likely be open on February 
15. This will not be an official 
opening however. 

Located in Akinsdale off 
Hebert Road, the ice arena 
boasts a regulation size rink 
200° by 85", as well as four 
dressing rooms, a skate shop 
meeting room and conces-

Construction on the arena 
started last May. 

It looks as if there will be 
an open house at the arena 
February 18, but this date 
has not yet been confirmed 
by city officials. 

Bernie March, St. Albert 
superintendent of Recreation 
and Culture said this week 
the arena will be open 
February 1S or thereabouts, 
‘*but no specific date has 
been set down yet.” 

He says that the city will 
use user groups in the official 
opening ceremonies when 
they get underway, “‘but as 
you will appreciate it all has 


to be co-ordinated."’ 

He termed the February 
opening of the arena facility 
as ‘‘definite."’ 

Poole Construction Limi- 
ted were the contractors for 
the arena. 

The $2.1 million swimming 
pool located at the inter- 
section of Cunningham Road 
and Sir Winston Churchill 
Avenue looks as if it will 
open at the end of April 
according to Mr. March. 

That facility has an eight 
lane 25 metre pool and a 
teaching pool, with racquet 
court facilities also included 
in the design.

Friday, the carnival kicks 
off with high school hockey at 
the St. Albert arena (1:30 
p.m.); this is followed by a 
burger eating contest - 2 
p.m. at the same location. 
7:30 p.m. sees the carnival 
parade get off to a start at the 
Lions Park, followed by a 
bonfire ‘and fireworks after 
the carnival has been offi- 
cially opened by dignitaries. 
The first day of the carni- 
val winds up at the Com- 
munity Hall with an after- 
glow cabaret starting at 9 
p.m.

First reading given 


to debenture issuance 


Council gave first reading 
to four bylaws authorizing 
issuance of debentures of 
over one and a half million 
dollars to make improve- 
ments to stage one of the Riel 
Industrial Park. The deben- 
tures will be issued to cover 
the installation of sanitary 
sewer mains at a cost of 
$320,500; storm sewer mains 
at a cost of $357,500 roads, 
curbs, gutters and street 
lighting at a cost of $668,000 
and water mains at a cost of 
$161,000. 

Bylaws 3/78, 4/78, 5/78 
and 6/78 unanimously pas- 
sed first reading. 

Ald. Barry Breadner com- 
mented that ‘‘it speaks 
clearly that the developer is 
confident he will sell this 
land for commercial devel- 
opment."’ He said that it 
showed that Jason Devel- 
opments showed their con- 
fidence by the fact that they 


were ‘‘willing to ask for 
something that costs them 
this in assessment.” 
Council also passed a 
resolution authorizing ad- - 
vertisement of their intention 
to undertake improvements 
to Riel Drive. According to a 
report from the city admini- 
Strator, increased traffic on 
Riel Drive and the condition 
of the street require that 
improvements be made to 
drain, curb and pave the 
roadway. The improvements 
will be to the street from Sir 
Winston Churchill Avenue to 
Pro-Western Plastics, The 
cost will be paid for by 
special frontage assessmen- 
ts. Roads, curbs and gutters 
will cost $243,960; storm 
sewer $93,720; sanitary sew- 
er $7,440; gas line relocation 
$14,880; street lighting $10,- 
000 and power distribution 
relocation $15,000. 


Social-cultural needs 


surface at District 3 


The never-dying issue of 
better socio-cultural facilities 
and outlets for St. Albert 
residents came up at the 
regular board meeting of St. 
Albert School District #3 
Monday night. 

A delegation of two peo- 
ple, Carol Watamaniuk, cul- 
tural supervisor community 
services, and Les Graff, the 
chairman ofa special com- 
mittee designed to look into 
the cultural needs of St. 
Albert, presented a case to 
the board. 

The board decided to 
review the facts presented 
and send them for further 
study to administration. 

Mr. Graff emphasized that 
according to projections St. 
Albert had been slated for a 
population of about 65,000 
‘10 years down the line’’ 
and adequate cultural facil- 
ities were a must. 

He again pointed out the 
dire necessity for better 
cultural facilities saying that 
the new winter carnival 
queen, when she had been 
asked what cultural facilities 
there wereyin St. Albert, 
admitted that she was 
stymied. 

Already he said a ques- 
tionnaire had just come in 
from cultural and social 
groups with their opinion on 
what St. Albert should be 
doing for better cultural 
facilities. 

Later this month there will 

be a door to door survey of 
about 10 percent of St. Albert 
households, asking them for 
input and opinions on the 
problem, 
_ Later there will be a one 
day workshop and at the end 
of March or the first part of 
April it’s expected that 
schools will be asked for 
input on the culture facilities 
issue. 


It was pointed out by Mr. 
Graff that St. Albert already 
had its other two priorities on 
stream, the arena and the 
swimming pool, and now the 
third priority was culture. 

An earlier report says that 
a five man ad-hoc citizens 
committee will use several 
information gathering sys- 
tems for cultural and social 
programming. 

*A community door-to- 
door mini-survey to obtain an 
indication of individual and 
family needs. 

*A mailed questionnaire 
survey to all existing or- 
ganizations to obtain infor- 
mation as to the require- 
ments of groups, organiza- 
tions, guilds and clubs. 

*An open-house to enable 
individuals to discuss at 
length their concerns and 
special needs, 

*An open-house to enable 
representatives of organ- 
izations to receive an in- 
depth hearing of the needs 
and concerns of their or- 
ganizations. 

*Individual meetings with 
the executives and/or mem- 
berships or organizations, 
clubs, guilds and existing 
groups, agencies and in- 
stitutions. | 

*A re-study of all briefs 
and information that may 
have been submitted to date 
to the city. 

*The request for briefs and 
studies from individuals and 
groups in St. Albert who 
have specialized points of 
view, or have detailed sugg- 
estions and concepts which 
they would like to have 
considered.

funds referred to funding 


A request from the St. 
Albert Day Care Centre for 
interim funding of their 
Operation Child Care pro- 
gram was referred to budget 
discussions. The decision 
was made at Monday night's 
regular council meeting. The 
day care society requested 
$3,000 from February 17 
until March 31 when new 
provincial budgets are str- 
uck. The motion to refer was 
made by Ald. Rod Thrond- 
son. 

Mr. Throndson said he 
would question the wisdom 
of council committing itself 
to a program which might not 
receive provincial funding. 
He cited the example of the 
After Four Day Care pro- 
gram at Bertha Kennedy last 
year as an example of this 
situation. 

Operation Child Care was 
established to provide care 
and supervision for children 
of working parents who have 
no paid supervision. The 
program runs from 7:30 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. Full day care is 
provided on non-instruction- 
al school days. The project 


had been funded through a 
Canada Works Grant and 
was to have been funded 
until December 31. However, 
with income derived from 
parents, it can be financed 
until February 17. 

Ald. Barry Breadner said 
he would be ‘‘extremely 
hesitant"’ to approve funding 
for the project until the whole 
budget had been examined. 

There was some discussion 
as to whether the project 
would be funded under the 
Preventive Social Services 
budget. Ald. Throndson poi-

THE DEEPER IMPLICATIONS OF THE SOVIET 
NUCLEAR SATELLITE SEARCH 


The exposure given by the media to the recent fall of a 
Soviet nuclear powered satellite over Canada’s frozen 
northern wastes was probably a case of overkill from a 
media point of view. 

But from the point of view of a military exercise, the 
successful search for the missing satellite is a cause for 
wonder at modern day air search techniques. 

Here we had the armed forces of both Canada and the 
USA looking for that radio active needle in a haystack, and 
finding it after scrupulous sweeps of some of the most 
desolate land in the world. Of course the real credit must go 
to the *‘Arctic Adventurers” who were sitting the winter out 
in the Thelon Game Sanctuary, and who stumpled on much 
of the burnt out satellite’s remains more or less by accident. 

If the satellite's nuclear reactor had not been found, there 
would have been a real danger that a few rivers and lakes in 
the North West Territories might have been poisoned for 
centuries by the radio active contamination. 

The fact that the satellite could have come down on a 
Canadian city is more of a cause for concern and switches 
the mind back to the days when people lived in fear of a 
sudden nuclear attack. 

With that thought in mind the Gazette gave the Alberta 
Disaster Services agency a call this week to see what the 
civil defence posture of the province and the country as a 
whole, is. 

There were the words of a duty officer who works with the 
ADS: ‘*We have for the past several years from 1973, the 
year when the present legislation was enacted, we have 
switched emphasis from war to peacetime .... but we have 
not closed our eyes to this possibility - a nuclear war could 
still happen; this is the stance of our agency and our 
minister."* 

The officer discounted the possibility of a surprise nuclear 
attack, that went out some 15 years ago, but the officer 
added that if that did happen ‘we would be in very bad 
shape in this country.’’ 

In fact, the Federal Defence Minister Barney Danson has 
more or less admitted in the past that Canadian cities have 
no defence against a nuclear attack launched say from 
Russian Polaris equivalent submarines. 

Bringing the equation down to mere survival it seems that 
the Russians will be better prepared than North America if a 
nuclear war becomes imminent, rather than coming from a 
peevish press on a button. 


The ADS officer said ‘*The Soviets have plans to evacuate. 
cities before an imminent nuclear war.” 

It is well known that the Soviets have also built massive 
underground shelters for their urban population should they 
decide to go on an all out war footing. 

In the event of a war escalating into a nuclear 
confrontation, this means that North America is at a severe 
disadvantage; people would be told to evacuate, BUT 
WHERE TOO? . 

This probably explains the reticence of the ADS officer 
when asked to reveal the location of a federal regional 
headquarters for key people in Alberta like the Premier and 
the Lieutentant Governor. 

The Alberta location of that HQ brought ‘‘I'd just as soon 
as not |tell you]"’ from the ADS officer. 

Presumably the ordinary man-in-the-street will not have 
the benefit of underground protection if the worst happens 
to Alberta's two big cities, but the top brass will. 

And it will be the top brass who will ‘‘direct and control 
the survival operations,"’ 

It is amazing ina province as rich as Alberta that the 
population at large remain unprotected in the scenario of all 
out nuclear war, while a Soviet satellite in the north is the 
scene of such an immediate response from the Armed 
Forces, 

Consolatory-words from ADS were that ‘about 25 percent 
of our staff are devoted to wartime ..., and a lot in wartime 
can be applied in peacetime.”

A grandiose national in- 
dustrial strategy is NOT the 
answer for Canada, says the 
financial consultant. Rather, 
what is desperately needed 
in his view is more risk-tak- 
ing investment in small 
secondary industries. 

As an example Mr. Jerch 
points to the federal gov- 
ernment's tecent aid to the 
Canadian film industry. To 
encourage investment this 
federal program makes an 
investment in the film indus- 
try a tax deductible expense 
from income AT THE TIME 
THE INVESTMENT IS MA. 
DE. The investor does not 
have to wait until'a movie he 
has backed suffers a big loss, 
and then claim it as a tax- 
deductible loss, 

Mr. Jerch would have 
similar programs adopted to 
promote investment by Can- 
adians in manufacturing, 
processing and even service 
industries, He makes a 
convincing argument that 
private investment of this 
nature would create new 
jobs." Since private invest- 
ment into smaller companies 
is usually made in cases 
where companies have inno- 
vative products and mana- 
gement, there is a largely 
non-inflationary effect, The

productivity of such firms is 
high and usually meaningful 
jobs are being created." 

The government provides 
generous tax incentives for 
business to invest in their 
own plant and equipment, 
which is often based on bank 
loans or government grants. 
But, says Mr. Jerch, private 
investment in the form of 
equity is different, ‘because 
it is usually made into 
companies starved for work- 
ing capital. Thus it will be 
used for working capital 
purposes, and this almost 
instantly creates new jobs." 

A post-war immigrant 
from Europe, Peter Perch 
Started in the printing 
industry at 50 cents per hour, 
He ended up with Peat, 
Marwick and Partnérs before 
Starting his own consulting 
firm, and is a vehement 
believer that smaller busin. 
ess is innovative. He thinks 
government schemes are 
designed to help big busin- 
ess. 

In a research paper he 
prepared, called ‘Nothing 
Ventured, Nothing Gained,’ 
Mr. Jerch admits that his 
Proposal is vulnerable to 
dishonest promoters and ex. 
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ploiters. Because of this risk 
nothing is done to attract 
equity capital into new or 
expansion-minded small in- 
dustries, he notes. "Yet it is 
within secondary industry 
that job creation can most 
readily take place.’ 

He emphasizes that a tax 
incentive for investing into 
small industry Should be 
restricted to companies with 
(rue entrepreneurial vision 
and management know-how.

PASTOR PANS PROPOSED PUB 
From Newsletter A.D.E.A.A. 


There is mounting opposition to a proposed pub for the Red 
Deer College student's association new building. Initial 
indication of such opposition surfaced Thursday, January S, 
on a local TV show with Mrs. Bernice Phillips interviewing 
Rev. Douglas Russell, pastor of the Free Methodist Church, 
whose spare time is devoted to guiding the affairs of the 
Alcohol and Drug Education Association of Alberta. 


Russell's concerns are fourfold: 


1. The taxpayers (about three million dollars a year) will not 
have a chance to express an opinion, as voting in a 
forthcoming plebiscite is to be confined to the students, 
staff, and faculty of the college; 


2. A college is no place for the consumption of alcoholic 
beverages; 


3. A pub will add to the overall cost of operating the college 
through the added expense of policing, staffing, and 
property damage; 


4. The revenue for the 180-seat pub will not generate 
enough funds to pay for the annual operating costs, carry 
the mortgage, and repair the damage done to society. 


Rey. John Bell, pastor of the Christian and Missionary 
Alliance Church, distributed an insert with the church's 
regular bulletin, on Sunday, January 8. The insert called on 
the congregation to write letters of protest to the college 
board members. 


Roy Swanson, college director of administration, indicated 
that the Alberta Liquor Control Board (after learning of the 
opposition) has called for a referendum early in January. 
The ALCB will require 50% of those voting to support the 
proposal before a license will be approved. 


The College board has approved the lounge in principle, if 
the referendum vote support the pub, then it will be up to 
the college to officially apply for a license and to advertise 
its intentions. The college board is aware, that the issue is 
obviously not whether or not students drink but, in this case, 
where and when; the problem in the public’s eye and whick 
is causing the most apprehension, arises from the fact the 
facilities will be in effect, in the college itself, rather than in 
a separate building.

The tax man, as the say- 
ing goes, must love poor peo- 
ple — he’s creating so many 
of them. This is one frighten- 
ing — and true — example of 
how provincial tax collectors 
can cripple_a small business. 

A few years ago,a modest 
commercial printing com- 
pany was audited by a pro- 
vincial tax inspector who de- 
cided that he wasn’t happy 
with the way the firm had 
collected sales taxes on its 
work. The firm had collected 
the right amount but not in 
the way the inspector liked 
so the inspector fined the 
company $5,000. 

The printing company 
called in its lawyers and ac- 
countants who agreed that 
the ruling was unfair and 
could be overturned in court. 
But the legal bill would be 
$10,000 and the provincial 
government won't pay the 
expenses involved in appeals 
of tax rulings, even if the ap- 
peals are successful. 

The firm gave in and paid 
the fine. But it also asked for 
~ and received — written in- 
structions outlining how the 
taxes should be collected. 
Since then, the firm has fol- 
lowed those instructions. 

Recently, another tax in- 
spector audited the firm’s 
books and fined it for impro- 
per collection of provincial 
sales taxes. The inspector 
wanted the firm to collect 
taxes in the same way thatit 
had been collecting taxes be- 
fore it was forced to change! 

Being naive in the ways of 
the tax department, the own- 
er pulled out his written in- 


structions from the first tax 
inspector. “That doesn't 
mean a thing,’ the new in- 
spector said, flatly. “He's 
gone.” 

Obviously, it isn’t easy 
being a Canadian taxpayer 
(though it is easier in Alberta 
where there is no provincial 
sales tax). The tax statutes 
have become so complicated 
that most people — from tax 
collectors to accountants 
who deal with them don't 
really understand what they 
are all about. And Lord help 
the rest of us with no official 
training in tax matters, 

The federal government 
has set up an appeal board 
which hears petitions from 
taxpayers who feel that they 
have been improperly assess- 
ed, But, for the most part, the 
provinces have not followed 
suit. A taxpayer who feels 
his provincial taxes are unfair 
must resort to the courts, 
And, even if he wins the case, 
the taxpayer is not able to 
recoup any of his expenses, 

The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business be- 
lieves that every taxpayer 
should have ready access toa 
tax appeal board. And, if the 
appeal is successful, the tax- 
payer should be reimbursed 
by the provinces for the legal 
and accounting expenses in- 
curred. As it stands right now, 
when your ship finally does 
come in, there’s no assurance 
that it won't be docked by 
the provincial government.

Gov't 
accomodates 
apprentices 


“The government is mak- 
ing every effort to acc- 
ommodate the sharp increase 
in demand expected for 
apprenticeship training in 
the fall of 1978,’’ Dr. A. E. 
Hohol, minister of Alberta 
Advanced Education and 
Manpower, stated this week 
in confirming reports of 
rising enrollment pressures 
on the province’s technical 
institutions. 

Estimates place the in- 
crease as high as 21 per cent, 
or over 3600 more technical- 
training course registrations 
than for the current academic 
year. This compares to the 
rise of about 11 percent 
expected during 1977-78. 

Of the 18,327 indentured 
apprentices in the province, 
16,500 will reach a point of 
attending courses at an 
institution during 1977-78 
academic year. To meet this 
need, seven Alberta post- 
secondary institutions are 
providing over 650 courses. 

The greatest increase (31 
percent) is expected at the 
Southern Alberta Institute of 
Technology (SAIT) in Cal- 
gary, with Edmonton’s nor- 
thern institute (NAIT) facing 
a 27 percent increase. 

The other five Alberta 
institutions accounting for 
the remaining apprentice- 
ship courses are Lethbridge 
Community College, Fair- 
view College, Olds College, 
Keyano College in Fort 
McMurray and Lakeland 
College at its Vermilion 
Campus. 

Dr. Hohol attributed the 
sharp increase to three main 
factors: The continuing ex- 
pansion of Alberta’s econ- 
omy and industry, and the 
resulting high demand for 
trained workers, particularly 
in the electrical, plumbing 
and carpentry trades; the 
ever-growing attraction for 
students to an education 
which permits them to earn 
while they learn and after to 
enjoy continuing good job 
prospects; and the decision 
to offer ‘‘catch-up’’ courses 
during 1978-79, to aid 
apprentices whose technical 
training has fallen behind 
their work experience. 


Theresa Craig, an outstand- 
ing figure on dramatic 
activities for children, will 
guide teachers through the 
process skills at both K - 3 
and 4 - 6 grade levels. 
Science and reading for 
upper elementary and high 
school teachers will be pre- 
sented by Dr. Kerry Quorn, 
University of Victoria.

The University of Alberta 
Board of Governors today 
agreed to provide up to 
$10,000 assistance for a 
program of continuing edu- 
cation for English teachers 
already in service. 

Ata recent meeting, the 
Board agreed to provide the 
money for honoraria and 
extraordinary expenses whi- 
ch will be incurred in the 
program's first year. 

The Continuing English 
Program is being jointly 
sponsored by the Faculties of 
Arts and Education at the 
university, and the first class 
offerings are being planned 
for this summer. 

The purpose of the pro- 
gram is to offer, both on and 
off campus throughout the 
year, opportunities for pro- 
fessional development in the 
areas of the English lan- 
guage arts and related fields.

The surface weather sta- 
tion was established in 1964. 
It records information on air 
temperatures, soil tempera- 
tures at 25 different locations 
and depths up to 1S metres, 
wind direction and speed at 
10 metres, total solar radia- 
tion, snowfall, rainfall and 
rainfall rate, and sunshine 
hours. 

In 1971 an automatic 
tracking, electronic lobe-sw- 
itching antenna for receipt of 
weather satellite data was 


installed at the station. Data 
covering an area 1,700 kilo- 
metres by 1,700 kilometres 
are received daily by this 
facility, transmitted to the 
Henry Marshall Tory Build- 
ing on campus and recorded 
on film and magnetic tape. 


The data are used for 
research and operational 
purposes. 


Current satellite data are 
provided under contract to 
the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation, Edmonton. 

Dr. E. R. Reinelt is the 
director of the 
satellite project.

for all teen-agers who might 
be contemplating a pre- 
mature plunge into the 
pre-nuptial sack. 

The play is set in the 
Fifties, an era which TV's 
Happy Days has surely done 
to death. However, the cozy 
superficiality of the time 
provides a contrasting back- 
ground for some of the stark 
situations encountered by 
the principals. Unwanted 
pregnancy and abortion are 
not light or frivolous topics 
but the play handles them 
with warmth, wit, and, above 
all, compassion. The ends 
are tied together too neatly 
however, in light of-the 
heavy subject matter. 

There are two. perfor- 
mances in the play that make 
one sit up and take notice. As 
Major Bartley, Bill Matheson 
is the stereotypical American 
father--authoritative to the 
point of pomposity, hot- 
tempered and a_ closet 
pussycat. When his family 
explodes in an emotional 
turmoil, the Major reverts.to 
his military training. When 
this fails to calm things 
down, he makes the right 
decision and plays it by ear. 
Mr. Matheson gave a fine 
portrayal of a blustering, 
soft-hearted man who is be- 
wildered, as he says, by 


**goddam female secrets." 
His ups and downs were 
made to appear as the 


natural gropings of a con- 
fused man who is searching 
for the right face to put on a 
grim situation. 

The other noteworthy per- 
formance was by Adrian 
D'Silva in the role of Ernie 
Lacey. Ernie, a friend of the 
Bartleys’ son, is actually like 
Major Bartley in that he too 
is much gentler than he 
would have people know. 
D'Silva plays the braggert 
Ernie with great zest, and 
seems totally uninhibited on 
the stage. His physical

actions are marvellously fluid 
and he boasts and swaggers 
in a natural manner that calls 
to mind a score of obnoxious 
but endearing punks from 
the past. Lexpect we'll see 
more of Mr. D'Silva. 


JANET’S ROLE ELUSIVE 


In the role of the innocent 
Janet Willard is Janet 
Markley, whose role is trick- 
ier than it might appear. She 
must be naive, yet eager to 
experience; shocked at her 
plight but without regrets at 
the cause. Ms. Markley was 
a little weak in the role, and 
the fact that she ends most of 
her lines on an upward 
accent further supports this 
image. The Janet in the play 
was not weak, although a 
little scatter-brained, and 
she could have been played 
with more strength. How- 
ever, it is an elusive part, 
and once Ms. Markley re- 
laxes in it, the character will 
probably be a little less 
uncertain and stilted. There 
was only a hint of the 
abortion traumatic effect, but 
that probably is another story 
anyway, 

Phyllis Lennox is one of 
those people whose presence 
on the stage is inexplicably 
pleasant. She is a typical 


Fifties Mom, sheltered and 
slightly neurotic, as was 
expected in those days, but 
possessed of an underlying 
strength. Ms. ‘Lennox’s flut- 
terings were amusing en- 
ough to add comic relief, but 
she allowed the inner steel to 
show when her character 
laboured to keep the chil- 
dren's problems from ripp- 
ling the serene surface of 
determined domesticity. 

Marianne Castelle was 
cast as Lillian Bartley, whose 
main job in the first two acts 
is to change clothes and bear 
a humiliation from a boy- 
friend. However, the sur- 
prise lies in the third act, 
when Lillian reveals her true 
worth, cancels her trip, and 
comes to her brother's aid. 
Ms. Castelle manages to 
bring off this revelation of 
the character, and make it 
believable, without seeming 
straight out of ‘Father 
Knows Best.”’ 

The play's director, Rose 
Bene, deserves a.pat on the 
back for eliciting these per- 
formances, although there 
were some aspects to the 
production I could have done 
without. The slides of the 
family shown after the first 
two acts were effective, but 
seemed anti-climatic at the 
play's end. It was too 


reminiscent of television, 
and I kept expecting the 
credits to go rolling by. 
However, there were several 
bits of business I liked, such 
as the scene where Arthur 
morosely plays with his dog's 
toys after the animal's death. 

Arthur is really the char- 
acter through whom we see 
the action, a variation on the 
usual viewpoint. | liked the 
fact that actor Don McGregor 
didn't try to “'pretty’’ Arthur 
up into some latter-day 
James Dean. Very few boys 
are appealing to adults at the 
adolescent stage, and Arthur 
was suitably scruffy. How- 
ever, Mr. MacGregor was 
quite touching in his crisis, 
as he lurched back and forth 
between manhood and child- 
hood. In the act of forging 
the cheque, we see a glimpse 
of a determined man, but in 
his inability to. tell his 
parents, the child is predom- 
inant. ‘With me, things get 
all twisted up,"’ says Arthur, 
and the audience believes 
him and sympathizes. 

The latter statement epit- 
omizes the agonies of adol- 
escence (and agony it is). 
This play shows how one 
family survives and is stren- 
gthened by a teen-age crisis. 
It might make other families 
realize they are not alone.

With com- 
mercial successes like out- 
rageous!, Who has seen the 
Wind, and Why Shoot the 
Teacher, audiences across 
Canada discovered that they 
didn’t have to accept only 
pre-packaged Hollywood for 
film entertainment. 

But this success didn’t 
come out of nowhere: the 
Canadian film industry did- 
n't start just last year. Over 
the years, there have been 
many excellent and enter- 
taining films produced in 
Canada, few of which got the 
kind of widespread distri-

The ‘‘mes- 
sage’’ of the film - that 
Duddy’s material ‘‘success’’ 
is achieved only at the 
expense of all the truly 
valuable things in his life and 
personal relationships - is 
obvious enough, even trite. 
But what counts in this film 
is the exuberant energy of

the comic detail with which 
each stage of Duddy’s quest 
is filled in. 

The short for this feature 
will be, appropriately en- 
ough, The Street, Carolyn 
Leaf's brilliant award win- 
ning animation film based on 
a short story from Mordecai 
Richler’s book of the same 
name. 

Wedding in White is a 
very different sort of film. 
Although the events may 
seem unlikely - an unwanted 
pregnancy, the forced mar- 
riage of a young girl to a 
much older man - they are 
based on incidents which did 
in fact take place, and the 
film’s narrative develops a 
grim feeling of inevitably. 

Again, the strengths of the 
film are in its performances 
and in its attention to detail. 
There is a careful recreation 
of a by-gone era, its styles of 
dress and furniture, its 
customs and limitations. The 
film is a good example of the 
unexpected benefits of a 
limited budget. Since the 
producers couldn’t afford 
any large-scale rebuilding of 
exterior scenes in period 
style, most of the action 


takes place indoors, which 
gives an atmosphere of 
oppressive claustrophobia 
which is just right for the 
story. 

Wedding in White was 
directed by Bill Fruett, 
whose sensitive work here 
shows that he is capable of 
much better things than his 
next film, the sex-and-vio- 
lence potboiler, Death Wee. 
kend. We can hope that the 
growing success of high 
quality Canadian films will 
enable him to return to his 
true metier. 

The supporting actors of 
Wedding in White are led by 
Donald Pleasance, as nasty 
as ever, and Paul Bradley 
and Doug McGrath, who 
briefly repeat their twosome 
from Goin’ Down the Road 
(to be shown later in the 
series). But again, the acting 
honours belong to the lead, 
in this case Carol Kane, who 
has also gone on to a fine 
career in films like Hester 
Street, Valentino, and The 
World’s Greatest Lover. In 
Kane’s pale, skinny, fragile 
face and large hurt eyes, we 
see all the pathos and the 
tragedy of the story.

is female. 

“In a violent society, 
women are the primary vic- 
tims,’’ Lodl comments. Local 
newstands feature numerous 
models for assault against 
women on the covers of 
detective and ‘‘he-man’’ 
magazines, Television tea- 
ches that violence is an 
acceptable response to str- 
ess. Fashion magazines in- 
sist that violence is stylish. 

And domestic violence is 
of increasing concern -- one 
recent study indicates that 
almost 50 percent of women 
jailed for murdering their 
husbands were physically 
abused by the men they 
killed. 

A statement by the newly 
formed Toronto Women Ag- 
ainst Violence Against Wo- 
men notes that ‘‘Violence 
‘happens’ {to us as supp- 
osedly a natural and ‘normal’ 
consequence of being fe- 
male. Even if we escape 
physical violence to our 
bodies, and that is rare, we 
can never escape the con- 
stant assaults on our psyche 


“Women and Violence” topic of conference 


which totally dominate the 
world we live in.”’ 

Purposes of the conference 
are to educate the public 
about the sources of violence 
in society, to garner support 
for additional rape crisis 
centres and women’s shel- 
ters, and to examine law as it 
relates to rape, battering and 
sexual harassment. ‘‘We 
want to provide an opp- 
ortunity for public response 
to these issues,’’ Lodl says. 

On the program along with 
authors Morgan (Sisterhood 
Is Powerful, Going Too Far), 
Clark (Rape: The Price of 
Coercive Sexuality) and Rus- 
sell (The Politics of Rape, 
Crimes Against Women), 
will be Joannie Vance, na- 
tional assister for rape crisis 
centres, and Gene Errington, 
co-ordinator of the Van- 
couver Women’s Research 
Centre.

of high heat. Food spillovers 
and spatters are reduced to 
an ash which is removed with 
a damp cloth after the oven 
cools. 

The oven is equipped with 
a smoke elminator or some 
form of special venting 
system so the fumes and 
odours do not readily escape 
into the kitchen. For safety’s 
sake the oven exterior 
doesn’t heat up excessively 
during the cleaning cycle. 
This is due to extra insula- 
tion. This extra wall thicken- 
ing provides an oven that is 
slightly smaller than most. 
Self-cleaning ranges have a 
door lock which prevents the 
accidential opening of the 
door while the oven is in its 
cleaning cycle. 

Any excess soil resulting 
from heavy spillovers should 
be removed as they occur. 
The oven door edge, window 
and exterior cabinet must be 
cleaned by hand. Oven racks 


may remain in during the 
cleaning cycle, however they 
eventually will become dull 
and change colour. Drip pans 
and broiler pans should not 
be put in the oven during the 
cleaning process. 

COSTS? 


Self-cleaning ovens cost 
about $100 to $150 more than 
a regular oven. Cost of 
operation at normal baking 
temperatures, however is 
less than for a regular oven 
due to the extra insulation. A 
self-cleaning oven would cost 
you only 75% of the cost of 
operating either a regular or 
a continuous clean oven. 


CONTINUOUS CLEAN 


Continuous-clean ovens 
are designed to clean them- 
selves during ordinary use. A 
porous porcelain enamel 
bonded to the interior sur- 
faces of the oven causes a 


gradual oxidation of food 
soils during normal cooking 
times (anything over 350° F). 

The porosity of the surface 
results in fat spatters sprea- 
ding over a wider surface. 
This makes the oxidation of 
fat easier. The food is not 
‘burned off’’ as such but 
rather is decomposed into 
carbon dioxide and moisture 
which is carried out through 
the oven vent. 

Most manufacturers sugg- 
est that the oven be turned 
up to its highest setting for a 
couple of hours to aid in 
cleaning to protect the 
surface, DO NOT use oven 
cleaners or other abrasive 
cleaners as they cause the 
porous finish to be clogged 
with the cleaners. 

A continuous-clean range 
has a dark porous, rough- 
textured material on the 
interior. After use, the oven 
is never completely free from 
spots, the stippled surface

PROBLEM 


The real problem with a 
continous clean oven comes 
when you have a spillover 
particularly carbohydrate 
food stains, (i.e., fruit pie 
spillovers). Excess food soil 
must be removed manually, 
Spillovers such as this result 
in a stain which is extremely 
difficult if not impossible to 
remove. An oven cleaner 
cannot be used on oven 
racks, window, broiler pans 
and drip pans. They must be 
cleaned manually. 


COSTS? 


Continuous-clean ovens 
cost $25 to $40 more than a 
regular oven. There is no 
saving in operating costs as 
there is no extra insulation. 


SHOPPING TIPS 


Whether you decide ona 
self-cleaning continuous cl- 
ean or a regular oven, make 
sure you compare and choose 
wisely. Check the ratings of 
ranges in Canadian Con- 
sumer (available in the 
Public Library or through 
your District Home Econ- 
omist). Then shop around, 
When you come to a de- 
cision, check guarantees and 
warranties. If you investigate 
a product before you pur- 
chase it you will not be 
gisappointed afterwards.

Pacemaker checkup- just a phone 
call away 


Thanks to some inventive 
pacemaker technology, people 
who have pacemakers can have 
the function of their device 
checked by their doctor while 
they stay at home, or, as the 
case may ‘be, in the suite of 
their hotel room and even in 
a phone booth. Just as the 
telephone has changed the 
nature of the traditional 
Valentine's Day greeting, it 
has been used to change the 
way a doctor checks up on 
his pacemaker patients, 

It used to be that a pace- 
maker patient might hesitate 
to travel or venture too far 
from his doctor. He or she 
was anxious that the pace- 
maker would suddenly wear 
down without prior warning. 

These routine visits to the 
doctor’s office for a check- 


up were time-consuming and 
often costly for the patient 
who lived in the country or 
who found it difficult 
travel about. 

Telephone monitoring has 
eliminated much of the worry 
and inconvenience. Now the 
patient can transmit his pace- 
maker rate and a picture of 
his heart’s activity to his 
physician from wherever a 
telephone is available, whether 
in Toronto, Paris, Rome or 
Grundy Center, Iowa. And, 


to 


the quality of the transmission 
is as good as the phone 
connection. 


A typical system consists 
of a patient transmitter and a 
receiver located in the physi- 
cian’s office or pacemaker 
clinic. The patient's unit has 
two electrode wrist bracelets

small brown briefcase 

When a scheduled checkup 
is necessary, the patient sim- 
ply puts on the wrist bracelets, 
dials the physician’s office, 
identifies himself, and places 
the phone in a cradle in the 
transmitter suitcase. After the 
patient identifies himself, the 
nurse or physician taking the 
call places the phone receiver 
in the cradle of the office 
unit. In a matter of seconds 
the transmission is started. 
The receiving unit in the 
physician's office displays the 
patient’s pacemaker rate. In 
addition, the receiver prints a 
record of the heart’s activity 
on a strip of paper, common- 
ly referred to as an EKG 
(electrocardiogram). 

A change of rate has been 
designed as a signal to doctors 
that a pacemaker is approach- 
ing the end of its service life. 
Most pacemakers, as the bat- 
tery begins to wear down, 
decrease in rate about five 
beats per minute or more 
Once this rate decrease is 
detected, the physician can 
begin to make arrangements

for replacing it with a new 
unit. Today’s pacemakers 
continue to pace the patient 
for a lengthy period after the 
rate drop is detected, allow- 
ing plenty of time to schedule 
a replacement operation. 
Typically, a physician will 
detect a change of rate dur- 
ing a telephone checkup and 
have his patient make an 
office call to confirm it. 

The telephone follow-up 
system also can indicate if 
there is a pacemaker problem 
apart from battery depletion. 
The physician uses the EKG 
recording to help tell how 
well the patient’s pacemaker 
is working. 

An important benefit de- 
rived from telephone follow- 
up, however, is the security 
the patient has from knowing 
his or her pacemaker is being 
followed closely. It also helps 
the patient get the maximum 
amount of use from the 
pacemaker without the worry 
of running the battery down 
too far. More simply, it’s 
comforting to know that a 
pacemaker checkup is just a 
phone call away.

Report looks to. 
improve treatment of 
neglected children 


: Most cases of child neglect 
are attributable to the par- 
ents’ problems, according to 
results obtained by surveys 
donducted for the Edmonton 
district offices of Alberta 
Social Services and Com- 
munity Health. 

Four studies were com- 
pleted between 1973 and 
1976. Researchers studied 
both the children and parents 
of families receiving services 
from the department's child 
protection staff. 

Many of the children 
identified as being neglected 
came from single-parent 
families coping with financial 
and educational handicaps. 
Parental circumstances were 
often aggrevated by alcohol 
and drug problems. These 
parents tend to be vulnerable 
and incapable of handling 
stress with any degree of 
competence, particularly in 
areas such as housing, fin- 
ances or social behaviour. 
The demands of the chil- 
dren’s needs compound the 
parent’s own problems. 

Most of the children stu- 
died had been living with one 
or both parents before 
coming into care of the child 
protection services, but the 
parents were often unwilling 


or unable to care for their 
children. The parents sho- 
wed their unwillingnéss by 
abandoning, abusing, or 
neglecting the child, and 
frequently by requesting the 
child protection services. to 
take the children into care. 

According to one of the 
surveys many of the parents 
are themselves products of 
multi-problem families, in- 
adequately cared for during 
their own childhood. Their 
background leaves them ill- 
prepared to raise children, 
and cope with the many 
obstacles encountered when 
raising children, Approxi- 
mately 60 per cent of the 
cases studied constituted 
single parent families. Many 
received income support, 
although child neglect sit- 
uations are not confined to 
low-income families. 

In the case of the two- 
parent families, the situation 
often involves both child- 
related and parent-related 
problems. Such cases are, 
often more adyanced before, 
intervention of the depart: 
ment’s child. protection» ser» 
vices is sought, as parents 
‘tefid’to try harder to manage 
the problem within the 
family.

MORE ON SMOKING 
by Richard Mercier 
Recreation Program Supervisor 


Since 1964, when the Sturgeon General of the United States 

(and later on, also Canada’s Sturgeon General) detlared in no 
uncertain terms, ‘‘Cigarette smoking is a health hazard of 
sufficient importance to warrant appropriate remedial action;”’ 
there have been hundreds of studies carried out in all parts of 
the world which have removed any lingering doubts on the 
harmful and at times tragic effects of smoking on the human 
body. 
The most disheartening aspect of this conclusion is that man 
has brought this misfortune onto himself, and yet, although now 
aware of it, he is still reluctant, for psychological, social, 
political and economic reasons, to turn the tide. 

The following information in brief are interesting conclu- 
sions from a portion of those studies made. 

- Similar types of people in similar jobs were distinguished 
mainly as smokers and non smokers. The smokers were found 
to have a mortality rate 30 - 80% greater. That is, their lives

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Visitors enjoying the array 
of resorts and chalets in the 
area often find it hard to 
believe that until little more 
than 100 years ago the Laur- 
entians were virtually deser- 
ted. Poor as it was old, the 
rocky forested land attracted 
few pioneers. 

Settlement of the region 
finally began in earnest 
between 1868 and 1891 
under the encouragement of 
Father Antoine Labelle. Ra- 
ther than see the poor 
members of his flock emi- 
grate to New England mill 
towns, he encouraged them 
to fashion farms from the 
forbidding wilderness. 

At one point, Father La- 
belle supposedly told a group 
of disillusioned colonists: 
“You who with infinite toil 
have carved yourselves far- 
ms from the wilderness, stay 
on! Persevere! In another SO 
years, strangers will flock 
here, and they will scatter 
gold by the handfull!’ 

The dynamic curate didn’t 
live to see the ski boom, but 
through his determination 
the first railroad reached the 
Laurentians. For his efforts 
in opening the region, Father 
Labelle became known as the 
‘*king of the north.” Princely 
proportions went with the 
title. He was six feet tall and 
weighed 333 pounds. 

At first the only visitors 
that journeyed on the rail- 
road came to the Laurentians 
for summer activities such as 
fishing and hunting. The few 
modest inns in the region 
virtually closed their doors in 
wintertime. 

Addition of the first rope 
tows in the 1930s gave a new 
dimension to the ancient 
range. The long-awaited 
cascade of gold came not by 
the handful but from the 
pockets of strangers who 
raced down the snowclad 
slopes with long, funny 
wooden runners on their 
feet. 

Then, as now, few visitors 
realize that the winter 
playground is one of the most 
important areas in North 
America. The Laurentians 
form the southeastern edge 
of the Canadian Shield. 

This jumble of rocks and 
cliffs, of lakes and swamps, 
of forest and tundra is a great 


shield of Precambrian rocks 
-- some, at 3.6 billion years, 
almost as old as any on earth. 

All continents have ancient 
rock cores, called shields 
because of their shape and 
long stability, North Ameri- 
ca’s core is the Canadian 
Shield, two million square 
miles of Canada and the 
United States, the frigid 
heart and solid foundation of 
the continent.

Oh, you shouldn’t have! 


Scene I: There it sits on the breakfast table or under 
the tree or in the hands of the presenter at the retire- 
ment party. It’s beautiful that acre of brightly 
coloured paper and those tricky bows of ribbon; and inside 
there’s usually a box, and inside the box there’s probably 
scads of tissue paper, and inside that perhaps a plastic bag 
and there at last, like the mysterious idol in the inner 
sanctum of the temple, sits the gift itself. “Oh,” she (he) 
cries, “you shouldn’t have!” 

Scene II (a little later): There it sits, probably screwed 
up into a handy ball now — the bright wrapper, the ribbon, 
the tissue, the plastic bag, with the flattened box inside it 
already forgotten in the garbage can. But who’s saying “Oh, 
you shouldn’t have!” now? 

It’s a shame to spoil the party by talking about waste. 
But does it really spoil the party? Or have we been oversold 
on the need to impress each other with all the tinsel, when 
what counts is the gift inside and the affection that it 
represents? 

Maybe we don’t want-to go so far as trying to hold 
unwrapped gifts behind our backs until the last second, or 
telling auntie to look under the chesterfield for a surprise. 
But surely we could do a bit less wrapping without making 
life unbearably dull; and then make sure that the wrapping, 
after its brief but merry life, doesn’t go into the municipal 
incinerator. 

Of course, we’re up against some pretty strong forces. 
This is the age of super-packaging. It’s not easy to buy 
anything, even small items like make-up or razor blades, 
without bringing home (and paying for) some eye-catching 
display card or mount or container that we usually have no 
earthly use for, Prepared foods and household products are 
particularly striking examples of packaging gone wild, 
because they’re competing with one another on super- 
market shelves. And we all know where the fancy package 
ends up. 

Does it really matter? Unfortunately it does, because 
this is how we throw away money, resources and energy - 
none of which we can afford to lose — on essentially trivial 
purposes, The money and resources are obvious, but the 
energy waste is something we don’t see: it’s the energy used 
in producing and transporting the paper and plastic and 
wood and metal and glass that are quickly discarded and 
disappear with a crunch into the jaws of the garbage truck. 
And speaking of garbage trucks, they run on energy too, 
and so do the landfill and incinerator operations that the 
trucks feed. 

This isn’t peanuts. More than one-third of the garbage 
coming from Canadian homes is packaging material, and it’s 
getting worse, 

One thing we can do to slow the pace of destruction is 
to buy things that come without a lot of built-in garbage. 
We can shop at places where they pack goods in simple bags 
or reusable .containers. We can set aside the materials, like 
paper and glass, that can be recycled. We can put pressure 
on local authorities to have these materials collected 
separately, if they are not doing so already. And we can 
keep a closer watch on our own wrapping habits. 

There are so many ways to fight back, and the best way 
to start is by reading The garbage book, obtainable from 
Box 3500, Station C, Ottawa, Ontario, K1Y 4G1. It’s full 
of good, down-to-earth ideas from the Office of Energy 
Conservation. 

Scene III: There is sits — and the next move is ours.

Remember when you were 
a kid and the Saturday 
afternoon ritual was a trip 
the movies? You'd pay your 
two bits and spend the entire 
afternoon munching popcorn 
through two cowboy thrillers, 
three cartoons and an on- 
going serial featuring a 
bespectacled weakling who 
kept leaping into phone 
booths or disappearing be- 
hind buildings only to emer- 
ge seconds later in full garb 
ready to battle evil. 

And do you recall the plots 
of some of those cowboy 
flicks? Usually they dealt 
with a ghost town that used 
to be a boom town, a boom 
town still in its heyday, or a 
boom town fast becoming a 
ghost town. 

Can't you still see the hero 
of the exercise astride his 
favorite steed, hat pulled 
tightly down over his eyes 
Slowly riding into town 
amidst swirling sand and 
blowing tumbleweed, only to 
find the only things still 
working were the squeaky 
doors of the local saloon? 

You might ask yourself 
about now: ‘‘what has this 
got to do with anything?" 

Well, it’s a round-about- 
way of writing about one of 
Canada’s western boom tow- 
ns, a town enjoying its 
second boom or maybe even 
the third depending on how 
you interpret history. 

This is a town that has 
never looked back, certainly 
has never come close to 
becoming the ghost town so 
often presented in your 
typical western saga and it’s 
a town that will continue to 
prosper for many years to 
come, 

The ‘‘town"’ is the city of 
Edmonton, capital of the 
energy-rich province of Al- 
berta. 

Small wonder then that 
when the final bids were in, 
Edmonton had latched onto 
the 1ith edition of the 
Commonwealth Games sch- 
eduled for the summer of '78 
from Aug. 3-12. 

The first time the town 
boomed was as a result of the 
discovery of gold in the 
Yukon, and Edmonton be- 
came the overland gateway 
to the north, the outfitting 
centre for the hardy pros- 
pectors. It boomed again 
when ‘‘black gold’’ was 
discovered and it’s that same 
“black gold’’ that to a large 
extent has launched yet 
another economic bonanza 
for the city and the province. 

Edmonton's history is a 
colorful one. What is now the 
city was once a wilderness 
area where Wood-Cree In- 
dians roamed and hunted 
bountiful wild game. Be- 
cause of the fur potential, 
early French traders were 
attracted to the area. 

Although the village of 
Edmonton was incorporated 
in 1871, it wasn’t until much 
later that the first boom 
began. The rush to the 
Klondike for that elusive 
yellow metal set it off in '98 
and the hamlet suddenly 
éxpanded from 700 souls to 
4,000 almost overnight. 

Leap ahead in time again 
to 1947 and the launching of 
another boom with the dis- 
covery of ‘‘black gold’’ at 
Leduc, just a hop, skip and a 
jump south of Edmonton, 

Today, Edmonton is a 
thriving city with a metro- 
politan population of 560,000 


A city onthe move 


Steadily growing, and en- 
joying yet another economic 
surge. It can't all be attri- 
buted to oil, but certainly the 
development of the Alberta 
tar sands northeast of Ed- 
monton at Fort McMurray 
has been a significant factor. 

It's been said that the tar 
sands development has in 
some way affected just about 
everyone in the city and has 
had some impact on practic- 
ally everyone in the province. 

Perhaps the best way to 
describe the surging ec- 
onomy of Edmonton is to 
scan a few facts and figures: 

--Personal disposable in- 
come 1977 (est.) $3,508,- 
000,000. 

--Construction (permit va- 
lue 1976) $618,686,035. 

--Retail volume 1976 (est.) 
$2.5 billion. 

--Manufacturing shipmen- 
ts 1976 (est.) $1.9 billion. 

--Wholesale trade 1976 
(est.) $2.1 billion. 

--Livestock marketing 1976 
$256,116,628. 

So the city is obviously 
prosperous. But what kind of 
a place is it in which to live? 
What kind of a place to visit? 
What's it got to offer the 
vacationer? 

Everything any large cen- 
tre has! 

It has to be a pleasant 
place to live. Just take-a brief 
tour and see the tree-lined 
streets, the well kept houses, 
the numerous parks seem- 
ingly at everyone's doorstep. 
It’s a pretty location with the 
heart of the town sitting high 
on the banks of the twisting 
North Saskatchewan River. 

For the visitor the city 
offers all the amenities ... 
excellent hotels and res- 
taurants, and a wide variety 
of events and attractions. 

It also has something that 
can't really be put down on 
paper; a special brand of 
hospitality. Drop into a 
lounge for a cool one and 
don’t be afraid to strike up a 
conversation. 

One thing that strikes you 
is that although new build- 
ings are constantly reaching 
for the clear blue sky in the 
city core, they don’t seem to 
be blocking off the sun.

Nematodes are difficult to 
see because of their micros- 
copic size, but evidence of 
their existence is only too 
obvious to many market 
gardeners. 

Some species of the tiny, 
worm-shaped creatures 
cause extensive damage to 
vegetables grown in Canada, 
particularly to carrot crops. 
The root-knot nematode, one 
of the worst pests, causes 
carrots to develop forked 
roots or nodules on the roots. 

Dr. Thierry Vrain, a 
nematologist at Agriculture 
Canada’s St. Jean, Que., 
Research Station is working 
on ways to control the pest, 
such as finding nematode- 
resistant varieties of carrots 
or using new chemical 
controls.

Move over, pet rocks. 
Hermit crabs are here. 

Terrestrial hermit crabs 
are the latest in sedate pets, . 
store owners say. Found in 
South and Central America 
and the Florida Keys, they 
have become big sellers at 
pet shops and even depart- 
ment stores in the United 
States. Most of the crabs end 
up in terrariums. 

As one sales pitch goes: 
‘*Hermit crabs are clean, 
hardy, eat little, and won't 
reproduce in captivity. They 
are active, whimsical, and 
have a cute little walk.’’ 

“I think they're kind ot 
cute, but some varieties are 
uglier than sin,’’ said Pete 
Lieber of the Great American 
Crab Company, which sells’ 
25,000 hermit crabs a week 
in the United States and 
Canada.

Sales of hermit crabs have 
climbed in the last year; one 
company that began selling 
them eight months ago now 
imports 1.2 million a month, 
Proud owners also supply 
their pets with crab chow 
crab leashes, and, for the 
active crab, exercise kits.

‘Nobody really knows how 
many hermit crabs there are, 
but if you’re importing 1.2 
million a month, you’re 
going to make a dent in the 
population,’’ said a biologist 
at Florida International Un- 
iversity in Miami. 

Scientists, environmental- 
ists, industry executives, and 
government officials recently 
got together at a symposium 
in Florida entitled: ‘Hermit 
Crabs as Pets: To Be Or Not 
To Be.’”’ Most participants 
agreed that more must be 
learned about the land 
hermit crab and its numbers 
before the pet industry can 
be regulated. 

But not everyone believes 
the hermit crab business 
needs regulating. 

‘*We get a nice harmless 
business going here and they 
want to go and spoil it,’’ 
moaned an executive of the 
largest hermit crab importer.

Like other crabs and 
shrimp, hermit crabs have 
five pairs of legs. The first 
two legs have pincers, which 
are used for eating and as 
weapons, Promoters say that 
if the pets are handled 
gentle, their pincers pose 
little hazard for people.

“I’ve handled tens of 
thousands of them and I’ve 
only been pinched twice,’’ 
Lieber of the crab company 
said. 

For a hermit crab, home is! 
where the fit is. Possessing: 
no shell of their own, they 
spend a good part of their 
lives ‘‘house hunting,” try- 
ing out shells that have been 
cast aside by mollusks, 
usually snails. 

Finding a properly fitting 
shell can be a matter of life, 
and death. To protect its soft 
abdomen from exposure to 
hot dry air, a hermit crab will 
evict and even kill another 
crab to get its shell. Other 
times hermit crabs willingly 
exchange abodes, and occa-: 
sionally a large group ass- 
embles to swap shells in 
musical chairs fashion. 

Hermit crab salesmen take 
advantage of the shell game 
by coaxing crabs into trading 
the shells they picked up on 
the beach for more colorful 
ones. 

“You can dress up your 
crab anyway you like,’’ 
Lieber said. 


Disease 
task 
force 


A new federally funded 
task force has been esta- 
blished to contain and 
eliminate any outbreaks of 
exotic livestock diseases. 

The Emergency Disease 
Eradication Organization for 
Canada will be headed up by 
Dr. D. J. Skinner of Agri- 
culture Canada’s Health of 
Animals Branch. The force 
will consist of veterinarians, 
logistics experts, environ- 
mentalists and epidemiolo- 
gists from the federal and 
provincial governments and 
from universities. 

If a disease such as foot 
and mouth breaks out, Dr. 
Skinner’s group will imme- 
diately set up a 10-mile 
quarantine. All livestock or 
poultry in the area will be 
tested and infected animals 
will be destroyed,

ARTISTS ANONYMOUS 


The sculptures seem to

“The elves do it,’’ sugg- 
ested D. Ross Sullivan of 
Sante Fe Railway, which has 
owned the mud flat property 
since the turn of the century. 

The creators of the ‘‘dere- 
lict art,’’ as it’s sometimes 
called, remain anonymous, 
However, the genesis of the 
art form goes back about 15 
years to a class of sculpture 
students who, armed with 
hammers, nails, saws, and 
suntan lotion, turned a pile of 
driftwood at a nearby site 
into a ship. 

Another student later re: 
surrected.the idea at Emery- 
ville; since then hundreds of 
statues have gone up there. 

Everett Turner, the art 
professor who led the first 
class of junk sculptors, has 
since taken the medium 
inland to the Sacramento 
River, where it’s warmer and 
cleaner. Junk sculpture is 
intimately tied to the wea- 
ther, 

A sculpture armadillo con- 
structed of tires lost its head 
in a storm; the styrofoam 
object that replaced its head 
turned the beast into an 
equine creature. Then came 
another windstorm, making 
ita horse of a different color: 
Its tail had become its head. 

For a while at Emeryville 
there was a windmill app- 
roached by an unlikely Don 
Quixote and Sancho Panza. 
Another season produced a 
bizarre-merry-go-round of 
wooden people riding on 
square-wheeled tricycles, on 
turtles made of packing 
boxes, and on serpents made 
of cables.

Wood bison move to 
Toronto Zoo 


Ten wood bison, the 
product of extensive efforts 
to maintain pure herds of the 
more robust northern cousins 
of the plains bison, will 
arrive at Metro Toronto Zoo 
late in November. There, 
they will replace 30 plains 
animals destined for the IK 
Ranch in Saskatchewan. 

‘Pure strains of the wood 
bison are much more rare 
than the plains bison and it is 
for this reason we are 
particularily pleased to ob- 
tain the pure stock from Elk 
Island National Park,’’ said 
Lawrence Cahill, General 
Curator of the Toronto zoo in 
an interview. 

‘We are cognizant here of 
the need to establish groups 
of such animals as may be in 
danger of extinction. Our 
acquisition of the Great 
Indian Rhinoceros, Siberian 
Tiger and gorilla are exam- 
ples of this policy.’’ 

The group, certified as 
being both pure strain and 
disease free by the Canadian 
Wildlife Service, will include 
three bulls and seven cows 
from the 100-head herd 20 
miles east of here. The only 
other existing pure strain of 
the subspecies is a herd of 
300 head found in the 
lowlands of the Mackenzie 
River in the Northwest 
Territories. 

The Canadian Wildlife 
Service (C.W.S.) in co-oper- 
ation with Parks Canada, last 
year announced its intention 
to distribute animals to 
agencies which could dem- 
onstrate their ability and 
intention to provide for them, 
Several zoos throughout the 
world and all western Can- 
ada provinces expressed an 
interest in obtaining stock. 

A wood bison advisory 


committee, in which C.W.S. 
and Parks Canada are par- 
ticipants, will be responsible 
for keeping.a stud book of all 
animals 


‘*We recognize that zoos 
have a roldin the propaga- 
tion of such species and also 
in making the public aware of 
them,’’ Mr. Surrendi said. 

Under the scientific rules 
that govern the activities of 
biologist, a sub-species is 
one which, though it can 
cross-breed with others of 
similar description, posses- 
ses enough characteristic 
traits to be recognized as a 
separate entity. 

The animals first identified 
by Samuel Hearne in 1795 
were larger, darker and 
shaggier than their plains 
cousins but were reduced to 
about 300 animals near Great 
Slave Lake by 1891. Subse- 
quent protection increased 
these numbers to about 2,000 
animals by 1925, the year 
that saw the beginning of 
introductions to Wood Buf- 
falo National Park of more 
than 6,000 plains bison from 
herds originating in Mon- 
tana. 

The fate of the wood bison 
as a pure strain seemed 
sealed until 1957 when 
C.W.S. officers on an aerial 
survey spotted an isolated 
herd of 200 animals in the 
Nyarling River area of 
southern Northwest Terri- 
tories, within a few miles of 
nesting sites for another 
endangered species, the 
Whooping Crane. 

Subsequent removal of 18 
animals to the Mackenzie 
Lowlands and 23 to Elk 
Island National Park were 
responsible for isolating the 
last pure wood bison.

Running low on gas 


Do you know how much gasoline we use each year? 
About 10 billion gallons ~ that’s over 400 gallons for each 
man, woman and child in Canada ~ and we could probably 
pour one or two billion gallons down the drain for all the 
g00d they do us. ‘ 

Can you picture all the oil wells, refineries, pipelines, 
tankers, tank trucks and filling stations it takes to deliver 
this ocean of gasoline to us, and the energy used in doing 
it? But, despite the price, which is steadily creeping up 
toward the world level of $1.50 a gallon, we use and waste 
more gasoline each year, and no one can be sure how soon 
the wells will run dry. 

Ideally, we should all be driving cars that give at least 50 
miles to the gallon, But, as these will not serve everyone's 
needs, we can at least see that our cars use as little fuel as 
Possible by keeping them in top mechanical shape. 

The Champion Spark Plug Company carried out some 
tests Which showed that almost half of the cars in the 
Toronto and Montreal areas were badly maintained and 
Wasted fuel, polluted the air excessively or otherwise 
performed hadly, They said that the fuel efficieney of cars 
vould be improved. by an average of 9 per cent. They 
reduced one car’s fuel consumption by 55 per cent. 

The Office of Energy Conservation, Department of 
Energy, Mines and Resources, estimates that good car main- 
'enance increases fuel economy by 15 per cent over a 
Poorly maintained car, They explain proper maintenance 


fully in a publication called The Car Mileage Book, which is

Winters are especially hard on cars, The book recom- 
mends a major tune-up in the fall to help make your car last 
longer and save on fuel. This involves a thorough check to 
rectify any faults in the following items: 
¢ fuel system carburetor, air cleaner, fuel lines;>fuel 

filter, emission controls; 

* ignition system spark plugs, ignition leads, 
distributor (or leads and insulators 
ignition), timing; 

® cooling system radiator, hoses, thermostat, coolant 
(replace it each year); 

¢ oil — change oil usually every 2,000 or 3,000 miles, and 
replace oil filter at every other oil change; 

* mechanical heat riser valve, control linkages, com- 
pression, motor mountings; 

* electrical — alternator, voltage regulator, battery. starter, 
blockheater; 

* exhaust system 
and all pipes; 

© drive train 
ferential fluid; 

© undercarriage — drive shaft, shocks, steering linkage; also 
for lubrication and wheel-bearing repack instructions, 
see your owner's manual; 

© brakes — linings, master cylinder, parking brake. 

If salt is used on the winter roads where you drive, have 
your car rustproofed, but insist on a guarantee; or have the 
underside of your car sprayed with used motor oil before or 
during winter. Also, if possible, wash the underside of your 
car at a do-it-yourself car wash, and pay special attention to 
the places where salt and dirt collect. 

Whether you are a do-it-yourselfer or not, you can pick 
up a lot of useful information about cars and their upkeep 
in The Car Mileage book.

Little goes a long way 


Most people will agree that cars take a large slice of our 
incomes, but are not so ready to admit that many of us 
pick the wrong cars and often use them wastefully. Mean- 
while, everything from rising prices to dwindling fuel 
supplies, from congested roads and parking areas to traffic 
accidents and air pollution is plainly telling us to ease up. 
Which means to drive less often, less fast and less fancily. 

To a society brought up on the legend of the Stutz 
Bearcat and the Open Road, the notion that motoring 
today is no longer so free and easy comes as a slap in the 
face, It’s a bit like the knight of 500 years ago discovering 
that the glory of putting on armour and galloping to the 
rescue of fair damsels had suddenly lost its appeal now that 
he ran the risk of being blown off his horse by the new- 
fangled cannon, 

We have no choice, it seems, but to learn some tricks 
that can help us to travel in fair comfort while being aware 
of the needle on the world’s gas gauge, which unfortunately 
is creeping toward “Empty”. The first trick is to pick the 
right car. 

Two kinds of energy go into a new car ~ the energy used 
in producing the steel and other materials, and making the 
parts and putting them together, and then the energy to 
make it run. That’s not counting the energy needed for 
maintenance, new tireS and repairs, and far providing roads 
and traffic control systems, and finally for towing the old 
heap to the dump. 

When you set out to buy a new car, you look for the 
deal that suits you best, of course. But remember, a good 
deal goes beyond finding “a honey of a car’’, bargaining 
hard for it, doing well with your trade-in and paying on the 
eusiest terms available, It also means asking: What kind of 
car do | need? What will it cost to run? How long will it last 
me? If you can get the answers right, you will save yourself 
a lot of money in the long run and (may heaven bless you) 
you will be helping to beat the energy shortage. 
mE you are in the market for a new car, a good way to 
begin is with a list of current models that shows their fuel 
consumption. The Office of /Energy Conservation, De- 
partment of Energy. Mines and Resources in conjunction 
with Transport Canada publishes such a list with over 280 
makes and models ranging from a low consumption of 53 
miles per gallon (8S kpg) to a high of 14 mpe (22 kpe). 
These ure divided into three classes: S51 good fuel savers 
giving better than 33 mpe (53 kpe), 74 reasonable savers at 
24 (38 kpg) to 32 mpg (S51 Kpe), and 127 that make the 
fuel problem worse by giving less than 24 mpg (38 kpg). 

This list of cars and other information on buying, driving 
and maintaining them is in The car mileage book. Just write 
to Box 3500, Station C, Ottawa, Ontario, KIY 4G1 for

“4 useful rule of thumb to apply is, of course, that little 


cars usually go farther on a gallon of gas than bigger ones, 
but size is not the whole story, especially as the smallest 
cars don't meet every need. A car's fuel consumption also 
depends on the weight, size and efficiency of its engine, the 
efficiency of its transmission and drive train, its shape 
(streamlining), its stability on the road, and the extra 
equipment on it (such as power windows and air con- 
ditioners). 

Fuel consumption will vary too with your driving habits, 
how well you maintain your car, and the weather and other 
driving conditions. So your miles-per-gallon (or kilometers- 
per-gallon) may not quite match the published figures, but 
the more economical performers will continue to serve you 
best. 


Starting at the bottom 


Warm air rises, so good attic and wall insulation will stop 
the heat from escaping and keep a home snug - right? Only 
half marks awarded for that answer, because heat escapes in 
any direction where it finds something cooler; and that has 
accounted for a lot of cold feet in the history of the human 
race. A floor laid over a crawl space, open foundation or 
concrete slab without effective insulation can make life mis- 
erable and waste a lot of heating energy. 

A crawl space may be either heated or unheated, and 
this determines how it is insulated. 

For a heated crawl space the proper insulating material is 
extruded polystyrene, a blue material that is also known as 
“styrofoam’’®. This is not only agood insulator, but it resists 
moisture, and that’s important down under the house. 

Apply polystyrene insulation to the outside of the wall 
of the heated crawl space. It should be at least 2 inches 
thick, and 3 inches is even better, but this will depend on 
what your local climate demands and on how much you 
can invest in insulation. In addition, from the base of the 
crawl space wall outward you need to lay the same insula- 
tion to a width of at least 2 feet all round: and 3 to 4 feet is 
even better along with the 3-inch thickness. 

If a porch, driveway or some other obstruction prevents 
you from fitting all the insulation to the outside, switch to 
the inside at that point, but make the outside and inside 
insulation overlap where they meet. Remember, too, that 
inside insulation with polystyrene needs a gypsum covering 
as protection against fire. 

If there is no vapour barrier, lay one on the floor of the 
crawl space and cover it with two inches of sand. 

You don’t need to insulate heating ducts or pipes that 
run through the crawl space once you have insulated it. 

With a crawl space that must be ventilated and cannot be 
heated, you have to insulate under the house floor using 
batt or blanket material, and preferably with a vapour 
barrier attached (make sure this is on the warm side, which 
means “up”’). 

Hold the insulation in place with building paper or 
chicken wire stapled to the joists, or with other supporting 
material. Cover the crawl space floor with a vapour barrier 
under two inches of sand, 

If heating ducts or pipes run through the unheated craw! 
space make sure that they are either-on the warm side of 
the insulation, or are insulated separately with batt or 
blanket insulation wrapped round then) or laid lengthwise. — 
Special batts have a vinyl cover for this purpose, Use tape 
to hold the insulation in place. 

With open foundations, insulate under the floor in the 
same way as you would an unheated crawl space, but also 
protect the insulation with building paper or wood against 
wind, animals and other threats. If the spaces between the 
floor joists are covered in, you will probably need to have u 
contractor blow loose insulation into these spaces, 

A foundation consisting of concrete slabs should be 
insulated on the outside as with a heated crawl space. oi 
basement. 

The Office of Energy Conservation, Department o!
